Far from being a dull compilation of statistics, Attinelli’s work 
comes alivewithits colorful vignettes of dealers and collectors of the time and its recording of useful facts and fascinating 
lore, much of which would certainly be unknown today but for his efforts. Perhaps as few as fifty copies were originally 
printed, a figure certainly consistent with the two dozen or so copies still known to be extant in institutional and private 
holdings.

A significant book in many respects, not the least of which is the method used to produce the plates. Though engraved, 
the plates have almost the appearance of photographs, an effect produced by the medal-ruling machine. Were it not for the 
development of photography at about this time it is likely that this method of illustration would have found wide 
acceptance, being the most accurate up to that time. The origins of the medal-ruling machine are shrouded in controversy 
though it appears to have first developed in France and England in the early 1800’s. In this country, Christian Gobrecht 
constructed the first such machine in 1817 and the device used to produce the plates in this 1842 work was a greatly 
improved model made by another mint employee, Joseph Saxton. The copy ofthe book offered here features manuscript 
notes in the hand of E. E. Law who asserted that credit for the first medal-ruling machine made in this country should go to 
one Asa Spencer and not to Gobrecht. Law was the executor of Spencer’s estate and apparently knew him well. Though 
Spencer is mentioned in the book, he and Law felt that much of the information given was inaccurate.

The sections featuring American coins are intensively annotated 
with selling prices, buyers’ names, Kosoffs limits in code, notes on condition and mis-described lots, names of American 
dealers on lots where it was apparently determined in advance that only those dealers would bid, notes on the subsequent 
disposition of certain lots, etc., etc. The remainder of the sale is intermittently annotated. Also loosely laid in are a 
number of items relating to the sale, including two letters from Abner Kreisberg, vacationing in Mexico at the time but 
largely pertaining to the sale, a Kosoff invoice detailing the distribution of certain lots, a memo from Kreisberg regarding 
the sale of some coins from the sale owned jointly by Kosoff/Kreisberg and Sol Kaplan, material relating to KosofTs 
series of articles on the sale, etc., etc. The sale ofthe Farouk collection is one of the most famous (perhaps infamous is a 
better word) numismatic auctions ever held. The eccentricities of its owner were exceeded only by the method in which 
the collection was dispersed. Held in Egypt and conducted by a British auction firm it was inevitable that the large 
numbers of rare American coins would largely sell for bargain prices. While much of the intrigue in Cairo may never be 
known, this copy of the sale catalogue, along with Kosoff s series of articles, provides a rare glimpse of this memorable 
event. Unique and most desirable.

That the problems inherent in grading 
coins were present even at the birth of the coin trade in America is apparent from the author's well reasoned homily on the 
topic, found on page 23: “In the sales ofthe foregoing pieces, there are, of course, some apparent discrepancies, as, for 
instance, where the condition of the coin sold, is represented as the same, the prices are widely different. This can be 
accounted for, generally, in no other way, than that one coin collector or dealer may call a coin fine or very fine, when 
another would describe one exactly like it, only as good or fine. It is a matter of regret, that there is such diversity of 
opinion with regard to the condition of a coin. There must be an absence of prejudice and interest in the coin in question, in 
order to give a fair report of it; and at times, even experienced collectors and dealers will disagree.”
